FAILURE OF CENTRAL AVE. 

ENDS COUNTY’S OBLIGATION 
SAYS ROAD COMMISSIONER 

The following letter from County Road Commissioner 
George W. Jones announcing that the county will not feel 
obligated to build Central avenue into Pasadena if this 
city back tracks in its agreement to improve the thor¬ 
oughfare within its own boundaries, was received last 
night by City Business Manager A1 S. Myers: 

MR. A. S. MYERS, 

SIERRA MADRE, CALIFORNIA, 

DEAR SIR:— 

Referring to your request for information regarding 
what the County’s attitude would be in connection with 
the proposed construction of Central avenue, in unin¬ 
corporated territory west of Sierra Madre, in the event 
that Central avenue in Sierra Madre was not also im¬ 
proved, I wish to advise that this project was originally 
initiated by representatives of the City of Sierra Madre 
who stated that it was the desire of the people in that 
City to obtain another highway entrance into their City, 
which would thereby provide them with a more con¬ 
venient and direct access. They stated to the County 
that it was their plan to improve Central avenue within 
the City Limits, and they requested that the County 
give them jurisdiction and financial assistance so that 
they could continue the construction of this street west¬ 
erly through unincorporated territory into the City of 
Pasadena. The County, after investigating the public 
necessity of this new highway, determined that it was of 
considerable more than local importance and would prob¬ 
ably develop eventually into major importance; that it 
would connect with the proposed extension of Santa 
Anita Drive, thereby providing the users of that road 
with a convenient outlet. On the basis of this 
finding, the County agreed to cooperate with the City 
of Sierra Madre. 

It was later determined that this plan of improv¬ 
ing Central avenue was not feasible, and the City 
of Sierra Madre again proposed to the County that the 
improvement be divided at the west City limits, the City 
of Sierra Madre agreeing to improve Central avenue with-' 
in their City, the County to construct, at its expense, the 
portion in unincorporated territory and also assist the 
City of Sierra Madre financially in the improvement 
within the City limits. 

If it should develop that the City of Sierra Madre 
decides not to improve Central avenue within its City 
limits, it would appear to me that the County would then 
be under no obligation whatsoever to the City to con¬ 
tinue the improvement westerly. The County would only 
build the portion in unincorporated territory if and 
when, in its judgment, the improvement would be justi¬ 
fied as a local proposition, inasmuch as it could not ob¬ 
tain the status of a through road until improved through 
the City of Sierra Madre.

As against 
this the present estimated cost 
of $80,900 Is shown.

Gives Notice Promise To Build Outlet 
Through Hastings Ranch Is Cancelled 
If Campaign Against Improvement 
Within the City Is Successful 

Grave danger threatens Sierra Madre’s plans for a di¬ 
rect outlet to the rest of the world through the extension 
of Central avenue. 

Assuring property holders that the county will extend 
Central avenue into Pasadena whether or not this city im¬ 
proves the thoroughfare within its own boundaries, a coterie 
of local citizens launched a campaign this week to defeat 
the latter project on the ground that the improvement is 
purely a local one for which only the frontage property 
.nstead of the whole city should be assessed. 

In a letter to City Business Manager A1 S. Myers yes- 
;erday, County Road Commissioner George W. Jones says 
one county agreed to build Central avenue through the 
blastings ranch in consideration of Sierra Madre improv- 
■ng the highway within the city and that if the city fails 
•n its part of the agreement, the county will feel no obli¬ 
gation to build the connecting link between the two cities. 

In the meantime petitions are being circulated in the 
lope that a sufficient number of signers can be secured 
-o block the project at the protest hearing fixed by the 
^lty Council for the evening of September 10. 

The alarming letter ol Road Commissioner Jones came 
.n i eply to an inquiry from Manager Myers as to whether 
or not it was true that the county would release the city 
a-orn its agreement to improve Central avenue and proceed 
.vith building of the new road if the protest movement 
lere should succeed. 

I was somewhat confused by the information being 
given our citizens with such assurance to the effect that 
the county would proceed with construction of the ranch 
road into Pasadena regardless of what we did here in SieiTa 
Madre,” said Manager Myers last night, “so I asked for 
definite information uii the subject for the benefit of our 
taxpayers. The reply of Mr. Jones to my injuiry seems to 
require no explanation by me.” 

Circulation of the protest petitions followed a meeting 
of 35 citizens on Monday night when they voted to oppose 
the improvement project. 

It brought forth a statement sent out to every affected 
property holder yesterday by the Central Avenue Improve¬ 
ment Association in which statements made at Monday 
night’s meeting by leaders of the protesting group were 
branded as misleading and in which it was charged that 
opposition to the improvement is being directed by three 
former councilmen, two of whom were recalled by the peo¬ 
ple and the third resigning. 

The communication alleged that these former council- 
men had incurred obligations of $19,000 in their own plans 
to put the Central avenue improvement over and that this 
amount would have to be met by the taxpayers without any 
return in the way of an improvement either within or out¬ 
side the city if the protest movement should be successful. 

“If the project is protested out this sum, plus the cost 
of the present proceedings, becomes due aand payable by 
Sierra Madre immediately,” says the communication. 

It is estimated that the amount necessary to meet the 
obligation would call for a levy of 92 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation.

Order Circulation of Pro¬ 
test Petitions To Kill 
Off Improvement 

A decision to oppose and if 
possible to prevent the Central 
avenue improvement, was reached 
at a meeting of 35 citizens held 
at the Woman's clubhouse on 
Monday night. 

As a result of the meeting pro¬ 
test petitions to be presented to 
the City Council at its protest 
hearing fixed for September 10th, 
made their appearance on Tues¬ 
day morning and are now being 
generally circulated throughout 
the city. 

Leading opponents of the im¬ 
provement including former coun¬ 
cilman Joseph Belohlavek con¬ 
tended that Central avenue Is not 
a major thoroughfare, that the 
benefits of the improvement are 
purely local and that the whole 
cost of the project should be 
borne by the owners of property 
fronting' on East Central avenue. 
Vigorous exception was also tak¬ 
en to the fact that the improve¬ 
ment was initiated under the 
Mattoon Improvement Act. 

At the suggestion of former 
Councilman Henry E. Isaacs a 
vote was taken to voice the 
meetings opposition to the im¬ 
provement and immediately aft¬ 
erward the protest petitions were 
distributed.

The soil should be prepared as 
follows: place three or four in¬ 
ches of rotted cow fertilizer to 
completely cover the bottom of 
of the pool or boxes as the oase 
may be. Cover the fertilizer 
with good garden soil and on 
top of this put about one inch 
of clean sand and tamp down 
well. The sand will keep the 
soil and fertilizer from floating 
to the top of the water. 

Plant the lilies so that the 
crown will just stand up abolfe 
the • surface of the soil. Tamp 
soil about the roots and cover 
all exposed soil with some more 
sand. Do not crowd the lilies. 
They should be at least two feet 
apart or if planted in boxes, the 
boxes should be ^wo feet across 
and one foot deep. 

Water should be run into the 
pool very carefully after planting. 
A good way to do this is to 

place a bag on the bottom of 

the pool and place the hose on

assessments on all other street 
improvements. 

H J. F. Hanemann, zoning en¬ 
gineer who fixed the assessment 
zones for the Improvement and 
Henry Glerlich, who drew the 
specifications for both the or¬ 
iginal and the present Improve¬ 
ment projects took the position 
that Central avenue was a major 
i Mighway and that the benefits 
\ from the Improvement were gen¬ 
eral, hence the entire city was 
included in the assessment dis- 
1 trlct. 

Mr. Glerlich said Central ave¬ 
nue lias been accepted by the re¬ 
gional planning commission, the 
j county road department and the 
I city council of Sierra Madre for 
some years as a major thorough¬ 
fare and that it Is especially so 
-'onsidered in connection with the 
Central avenue extension which 
makes it a most direct means of 
entrance and exit. It was with 
this idea in mind he said, that 
the county was willing to ex¬ 
tend financial aid in putting 
through the project. 

As to proceedngs under the 
Mattoon Act Mr. Hanemann 
said it would be pos 3 lble to have 
used the Act of 1911 Instead but, 
'hat the expense "would have 
been terrific” and that many of 
he taxpayers would have been 
placed at the mercy of bond and 
5 loan sharks. » 

Answering a question by J. P. 
Nash as to how the Central ave¬ 
nue improvement had been start¬ 
ed. Engineer Glerlich said the pe¬ 
tition circulated in 1927 is now 
on file at the city hall. The pur¬ 
pose he sad, was to get a direct 
outlet for the city. It has all 
along been recognized, he said, 
that Central avenue was to be 
used as this outlet and that it 
had therefore been accepted as a 
malor highway. The Improve¬ 
ment had been so regarded by 
the citizens and bv the men who 
constituted. the city council four 
years ago, Mr. Glerlich said. 

E H. Porter, of Alegria ave¬ 
nue disputed the presumption 
that Central avenue Is a major 
thorough fare and that benefit» of 
the improvement are anything 
hut local. 

Mr Eelohlavek aud others ai- 
sured their hearers that extension 
of Cent-al avenue through the 
Hastings Ranch by the county 
.vas now assured whether or not 
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Sierra Madre Improved the street 
within us own oounuanes. mn- !

Mr. Kohl expressed the fear 
that the cost of the Central ave- 
nue improvement might exceed 
the engineer’s estimate of $80,- 
900. He said that he had been 
informed that the estimates for 
the paving of Canyon Park’s J 
streets and roads had consider- 
ably exceeded the engineer's es¬ 
timates. Mr. Glerlich replied 
that the city was fortunate to get a 
contractor to bid on the job, that j 
under existing conditions of the 
bond market many of the bond 
houses would not consider the, 
bonds because of the flood and

The Central avenue estimates, .

Makes Its Report

tendance to the teacher* em- 
I ployed 1 * held to be "much low¬ 
er than the average or usual 
ratio." A section of the report 
devoted to the new school build¬ 
ing says It rates "somewhat 
higher than the average for mod¬ 
ern California school buildings” 
- and “is very pleasing to the eye". 
In thia connection it i* stated 
that "even with the unusually 
large number of teachers ln 
proportion to the number of pu¬ 
pils, one class room Is not ln 
use." 

A high light ln the report on 
the city government Is a sug¬ 
gestion that the council act as 
a whole on all matters coming 
before that body Instead of dele¬ 
gating certain activities to stand¬ 
ing committee*. 

“The number or variety of 
service* (rendered by the city) 
Is comparable to that given by 
much larger cities" the report 
says. Expenditures for fire pro¬ 
tection are held to be low and 
the police department Is said 
to have an organization and 
equipment sufficient to meet the 
ordinary needs of a municipality 
of Its size. The method of gar¬ 
bage and rubbish collection is 
held to be satisfactory but It Is 
suggested that It should be pos¬ 
sible to secure a more favorable 
price on a tonnage bails when 
the present contract expires. 

Downward costs ln the opera¬ 
ting expenses of the Water de¬ 
partment are commended. The 
cost of maintaining the city 
parks is held to be hlgti though 
not out of proportion to the 
per capita cost. 

The report consists of 33 pages, 
10 of which are filled with tab¬ 
ular statements showing the out¬ 
standing bonds, assessed valu¬ 
ation, tax receipts and disburse¬ 
ments and balances remaining In 
the various bond issues. The 
method of carrying on the various 
activities of the city is explained 
ln detail.
